LONDON JUNTA'S TROUBLES. 


Agoiictllo and HI* 4»»oclate» Disagree 


ou natter* of Peace and War. 


London, April 20—It is learned by 


the Associate Press that a serious 
split has occurred among the members 
of the Filipino junta, a majority of 
whom favor direct conferences with 
the secretary of state at Washington 
with a view to bringing about a peace- 
ful solution of the Philippine question. 
Four delegates, finding Agoncillo dis- 
agrees with this view, have started for 
Manila, leaving Agoncillo. Riegon and 
Lunar, who insist on 
unconditional 


independence. 
Tbe others do not ob-. 


ject to some form of American inter- 
vention in tbe government of the is- 
lands and say they believe a personal 
meeting between Aguinaldo and Ad- 
miral Dewey, in whom they have con- 
fidence, will lead to a settlement. 


General OU» Satisfied. 


Washington, April 20.—Secretary Al- 


ger has re; eived a reply from General 
Otis to the inquiry whether the rein- 
forcements proposed to be s<;nt to him 
to relieve the volunteers were sufficient 
for the purpose of the campaign. Gen- 
'eral Otis has replied in the affirmative, 
the estimate of 30,000 men to constitute 
the army agreeing with his-own calcu- 
lations. General Otis adds the hopeful 
remark that he expects shortly to be 
able to report a decided improvement 
in the situation in the Philippines. 


Washington, April 20.—A conference 


at the White House yesterday between 
the president, SecretaryAlger, Secretary 
Long and Adjutant General Corbln re- 
sulted in the confirmation of the original 
decision of the administration to, at pres- 
ent, re'raln ffcm availing itself of the 
authorization conferred by congress to 
organize a volunteer army of 35,000 sol- 
diers In addition to the present regular 
army. 


General Otis' latest cablegram, de- 


scriptive of the conditions in the Phil- 
ippines, was carefully considered, and 
it was concluded to accept his estimate 
of the military needs of the case, and aa 
he has already indicated that his pres- 
ent army is sufficient for the purposes he 
has in view, the decision is tantamount 
to a resolve to avoid recourse to the ad- 
ditional volunteers, 


A cablegram was sent to General Otis, 


however, called forth by tha necessity 
of withdrawing the state volunteers i 
from the Philippines, again asking him 
whether he would need more men after 
he has received the reinforcements now 
on the way to Manila, or under orders to 
embark as soon as transportation can 
be secured. 


Otis now has a force believed to ag- 


gregate about 22,000 effective men. Sec- 
retary Alger informed him that with the 
troops now on the way and to be ordered, 
they would give him an army of about 
30,000. after allowing for the return of 
the state volunteers. This Is believed, at 
the war department, to meet all the 
needs of the summer season. 


It Is intended to withdraw one regi- 


ment from Porto Rico, and to send three 
regiments now in this country to the 
Philippines as soon as they can be 
equipped and transported there, though 
it is not believed that they will reach 
Manila for two or three months. 
It is 


also stated that the conditions in Cuba 
are such that it is quite probable some 
troops can be withdrawn from that isl- 
and for service in the Philippines. 


The matter of returning the volunteers 


was also discussed. The department is 
arranging for their return to the United 
States as soon as the necessary trans- 
portation can be secured.

Lewiston, Me., April 20—This eve- 


ning's Lewiston Journal contains an 
open letter by Mrs. William P. Frye to 
Professor David Starr Jordan in re- 
ply to his recent lecture to students of 
Stockton, Cal., high school on higher 
criticism, when he attacked the ad- 
ministration and told a story of the 
peace commissioners attending a ban- 
quet and expectorating tobacco over 
the floor. Mrs. Frye says Mr. Jordan's 
not lacking self conceit and most cer- 
tainly does not lack distortion. She de- 
tails the character of service and the 
position of the commissioners, and 
says: "All are graduates of our col- 
leges. All have had a vastly greater 
experience in polite society and greater 
familiarity with social ethics than he 
even could dream of. Not one of them 
chewed tobacco or attended a banquet 
while abroad." She asks him if he did 
not think it better to apologize to the 
students for his gross untruthful state- 
ments and redeem, at least to that ex- 
tent, his reputation as a gentleman.

Washington, April 20.—It was stated 


at the war department that there is not 
much probability of an attempt to or- 
ganize a battalion of native Cuban 
troops until the Cuban army is paid 
and disarmed. It is then possible that 
some of the best of these soldiers will 
be selected and enlisted in the United 
States service. It is realized by the de- 
partment that the disbandment of the 
Cuban army presents a. grave problem 
as it is not yet known -whether these 
men will return to work or whether 
their life has been such as to encour- 
age them to a nomadic existence. The 
officials will watch with some appre- 
hension the result of disbandment.

OPENING LETTERS. 


60ME SECRETS OF THE ENGLISH GEN- 


ERAL PO8TOFFICE

It is ft somewhat remarkable fact 


that the general public of England 
knows very little concerning the secret 
eervice of the general postoffiee, al- 
though the service ia probably the moat 
complete of its kind in the whole world. 
To the outsider the aecret service ia 
known as the postal secret inquiry 
branch, and not one in a hundred of 
those in the employ of the postoffice 
knows the exact workings of the secret 
eervice, as the department has the dis- 
tinction of being in the charge of cer- 
tain permanent officials, under the di- 
rection of the home secretary and the 
prime minister for the time being. 


Once, and once only, in recent years 


has a minister of the government allow- 
ed himself to be drawn into making a 
statement which admitted that the se- 
crets of the pcstoffice were used for po- 
litical purposes. 


Such an admission waa made in the 


days of the first dynamite scare, when 
an Irish member made a general charge 
against the government of tampering 
with the correspondence of certain Irish- 
men. 
Lord John Manners, in reply, 


evaded the question in an ambiguous 
manner, but indiscreetly called atten- 
tion to a clause in the ' postoffice act 
| which empowers the postal authorities 


to open and even confiscate any letter 
or package which they might reasona- 
bly suspect covered some infringement 
of the rules of the department. 


The secret service is divided into two 


distinct branches, the higher and the 
lower, and the duties of the latter are 
brought to the notice of the public very 
frequently, ae it has to do with the pros- 
ecution of dishonest iron in the em- 
ploy of the postoffice. The great bulk of 
the robberies committed inside the 
walls of the postoffice is attempted by 
the younger hands and it is for that 
reason that every newcomer is occasion- 
ally subjected to keen watching from a 
quarter that he least suspects. 


Quite unknown to him, he is kept un- 


der the observation of a .keen eyed 
watcher, who is securely hidden from 
view in a secret alcove, almost within 
touch of the sorter, messenger or what- 
ever the employee may be. Every move- 
menji is noted and analyzed, and it 
would take a very expert man to try on 
any underhanded game and escape de- 
tection. 


On the continent the correspondence 


of private individuals is liable to the 
scrutiny of the police or other govern- 
ment agents, and no secret is made of 
the fact; but, on the other band, our 
officials write indignant letters of de- 
nial and repudiation, while all the time 
they are perfecting the fine art of open- 
ing letters without leaving any tracea 
of the operation. 


Like most clever arts, that of opening 


a letter without causing suspicion ia 
simplicity itself. A glance at the qual- 
ity of the stationery decides the opera- 
tor on the means to be adopted. Some 
kinds of paper will bear the steaming 
process without leaving any ingces, and 
in that event the operation is very 
simple. The contents having been ex- 
amined, and, if necessary, copied, they 
are restored to their envelope, which is 
regummed, the flap burnished with a 
bone instrument. 


Contrary to general belief, the sealed 


envelope presents no difficulty to the ex- 
pert. A pie'ce of new bread, kneaded in- 
to a firm ball, is pressed on the seal and 
the facsimile is obta led. Various othor 
methods have been attempted in taking 
the design of seals, but the one we have 
quoted has been declared to be far away 
the best for the purpose, the bread be- 
ing clean and less liable to leave any 
trace of tampering behind. This dough 
matrix is hardened as soon as the seal 
has been modeled, and when the con- 
tents of the letter have been obtained 
the envelope is closed and reseated with 
the dough mold. 
, 


When it ia deemed unsafe to moisten 


an envelope, it is cut open. The opera- 
tion is a delicate one and to any but 
an expert very difficult to perform prop- 
erly. One end of the envelope is held 
firmly between two flat pieces of wood, 
the edge of the paper projecting about 
the twentieth part of an inch. The ex- 
pert passes the back of his knife rapidly 
over the end, roughening and flattening 
it, while an equally quick pass with the 
razorlike edge cutu the envelope open. 
When the contents are replaced, the 
edges of the envelope are stuck together 
with a hairline of powerful gum, sub- 
mitted to pressure for a few minutes, 
and no on a not in tba secret would 
guess what had been done. 


So long aa the flap and seal appear 


intact the receiver is invariably satis- 
fied. Now and then, suspicious corre- 
spondents place sand, powder, hairs or 
other minute objects inside the envelope 
by way of test, but this does not trou- 
ble the expert a little bit He is on the 
lookout for that kind of dodge, so is 
careful to open the envelope over a 
large sheet of pure white paper. When 
these "tests" fall out, they are careful- 
ly collected and restored. 


The officials in the detective depart- 


ment can tell some funny (tories of 
their own astuteness. When the cbargo 
of tampering was made by the Irish 
memberi, one of the Moderate party de- 
fended the government and declared 
that he bad satisfied himself by a series 
of infallible testa that his correspond- 
ence waa inviolate, fie woe blissfully 
ignorant of the fact, however, that ho 
never wceived a letter that was not 
previously overhauled by the authori- 
ties -London Letter.

The new defender of the America's 
p will be christened Columbia when 
e glides from her cradle ia the Her- 


reshofif chops, about Jnne 1. This in- 
formation was telegraphed to New York 
the other day by C. Oliver laelin, who 
will have control of too boat from the 
time she is launched until after the se- 
ries of races agaiaat the Shamrock. J. 
V. S. Oddie, secretary of the New York 
Yacht club, states that the information 
is authentic. Ever aince Commodore 
Morgan decided to build a new boat to 
meet the Shamrock there has been more 
or less' speculation as to the title to be 
borne by the yacht, and it waa not un- 
til after mature consideration that Co- 
lumbia was decided upon. Many yachts- 
men and other enthusiasts held that aa 
the challenging boat was to be named 
after the national flower of the club un- 
der whose flag the challenge was issued, 
it would be ccurteoue and proper to 
chiisten the American yacht that would 
meet her in the races off the old red 
lightship after the national flower of 
the United States. The name Golden 
Bod was suggested, as was also Colum- 
bine. 
These, with a score of other 


names, were doubtless placed before 
Commodore Morgan, with whom the 
final choice rested. 


The selection proves that the commo- 


dore prefers a title that is more repre- 
sentative of the United States than any 
flower would suggest. The name Co- 
lumbia is one that cannot fail to please 
the most captions as well as the most 
patriotic, and it is safe to predict that 
every American, whether he be interest- 
ed in the sport of yachting or not, hopes 
that on those October days when the 
Shamrock and the new defender of the 
famous old cup race off Sandy Hook, 
the Columbia will rule the waves and 
preserve the trcphy on this side of the 
Atlantic for another year at least. 


That the new craft will be the fastest 


yacht that ever was launched from an 
American shipyard is acknowledged by 
all, but the Shamrock is still an un- 
known quantity. Her designer has made 
a reputation for himself second to no 
one in the 40 foot classea Sir Thomas' 
boat will be the most speedy craft that 
has ever crossed the Atlantic in search 
of the cup. —New York Sun.

With one 
stroke of bis pen he has forever com- 
pletely crippled the landtag. He will 
henceforth himself alone make or un- 
make the lawe. Four years age the 
grand dnchy underwent a similar Rus- 
sianizing. The population was mainly 
Finnish and German, with a few thou- 
sand Swedes, all of them Protestants.

to unite their concentrated voice against 
it ere it be too late ?

dlaarr Co»dition» — Why We Can 
Awakea at a Set Tia>«—How Sleep 
la Rnlea by Habit. 


One of the most remarkable facts to 


be found in the history of Bleep consists 
in ihe utter inability to resist its onset 
in cases of extreme fatigue.

One of the 
most extraordinary cages in which the 
overruling power of sleep was ever ex- 
emplified was that of Damiens, con- 
demned for treason in Paris in 1757. 
He was barbarously tortnred, but re- 
marked that the deprivation of sleep 
bad been the greatest torture of all. It 
was reported that he slept soundly even 
in the short intervals which eleipsed be- 
tween his periods of torture. 


Among the Chinese a form of punish- 


ment for crimes consists in keeping the 
prisoner continually awake or in arous- 
ing him incessantly after short inter- 
vals of repose. After the eighth day of 
such sleeplessness one criminal besought 
his captors to put him to death by any 
means they could choose or invent, so 
great was his pain and torment due to 
the absence of "nature's soft nurse." 
Persons engaged in mechanical labor, 
such as attending a machine in a fac- 
tory, have otten fallen asleep despite 
tbe plain record of pains and penalties 
attending such dereliction of duty, to 
say nothing of the sense of personal 
danger which was plainly kept before 
their eyes. 


One of the most interesting phases 


connected with sleep is that in which a 
determination, formed overnight, that 
we should wake at a certain hour acts 
true to the appointed time. In certain 
instances with which I am acquainted 
the idea acts perfectly, in others it acts 
occasionally, and in other cases, again, 
it fails completely. The explanation* of 
this habit depends on what one may 
term a "dominant idea," or an idee 
fixe, as the French term it. There is 
something akin in this waking notion 
to tbe "dominant idea" with which a 
hypnotist Eiay impress his facile sub- 
ject. If we substitute for the hypnotist 
the individual himself, or mayhap the 
idea of the friend who has been im- 
pressing upon him tbe necessity for 
sounding the reveille at a given hour 
in the morning, we can discern tbe ra- 
tionale of the action with a fair degree 
of clearness- 


The dominant idea in the shape of 


the necessity for awaking at a certain 
time is impressed on the brain and is 
probably transmitted to those automatic 
or lower centers which rule our me- 
chanical acts which are responsible for 
the visions cf the night and which are 
capable of carrying out, either in the 
entire absence of consciousness or in the 
exercise of a subconscious condition, 
many complex actions. Through the 
hours of sleep the dominant idea re- 
mains impressed on these lower centers. 
The head of the business sleeps on while 
the night watchman is awake, and so, 
prompt to the time or shortly before or 
after it, the desired result is attained 
and the slumbering brain is awakened 
to tbe full measure of its activity. 


That sleep is ruled by the habits of 


the individual is extremely evident. An 
instance is given in which a person who 
had taken passage on board a warship 
was rudely awakened by the morning 
gun. which startled him exceedingly. 
On succeeding mornings the gun woke 
him at first sharply and then much 
more quietly, until at length be slept 
on without being disturbed at all in his 
slumbers by the report. It is also nota- 
ble that when a special habit of life haa 
become part ancf parcel of the daily 
routine sleep is liable to be disturbed 
by even the slightest appeal which or- 
dinarily wakes the individual in the 
exercise of his profession, while noises 
of mnch more grievous character fail 
to eft'ect that result. The doctor wakes 
on the slightest agitation of his night 
bell, whileftbe click of the needle awakes 
the tired telegraphist when a loud noise 
ruipcVt fail. 


Sir Edward Codrington was serving 


in the early days of his naval experi- 
ences aa signal lieutenant to Lord Hood 
at tho battle of Toulon. His duty was 
that of watching for and interpreting 
the signals made by the lookout frig- 
ates, and in this capacity be remained 
on deck for 18 or 19 hours out of the 
24. Exhausted with the strain of watch- 
ing, he went below to obtain sleep, and 
reposed soundly, undisturbed by any 
ordinary noise. Yet whenever a com- 
rade lightly whispered in his ear tho 
word "signal" he at once awoke, ready 
for duty. Tbe cause of sleep is as yet a 
matter of scientific debate. In the pres 
eut state of our knowledge there can be 
no absolute certainty in the matter.-

"MKS. KESCUE." 


We were between the Azores and Ma- 


deira, bound for a port in the West In- 
dies, in the American ship Ben Joyce, 
when a curious thing happened one 
morning about an hour before daylight. 
The wind bad died away soon after mid- 
night, and by 2 o'clock the sea was like 
a mill pond. The ship was swinging 
her head to every point of the compass, 
and with the exception of the lookout 
man the watch on deck were catching 
40 wiuks jf sleep. I was that lookout 
man. 
It is required on all vessels at sea 


that the man on the bows shall be as 
wide aw^ke in a calm as when the craft 
is moving, and I was digging my eyes 
anu fighting away sleep when a curious 
sound from over the bows caught my 
ear. It was a dark night, with not a 
star visible, and I could isot see beyond 
the end of the jib boom. As I listened 
to the noises the only thing I could 
compare it to was the noses of sharks 
bumping against a small boat. It would 
hn-o-n been ridiculous to call to the mate 
and give him any such explanation, but 
I finally called his attention to the curi- 
ous noises and left the cause to his own 
perception. 


"There's a raft or boat out there,' 


he said after a moment, "and the uoiss 
may be made by oars. I'll burn a port 
fire." 


The port fire lighted up the sea for 


100 feet around) and the first thing we 
saw was a ship's boat within 40 feet of 
us on the port bow. In the bottom ol 
the boat were two human figures and one 
of them a woman, and all around the 
boat the sea was alive with sharks. They 
were diving under the boat, running 
their noses against it and seeking to up- 
set it, and had it been a shore boat they 
would doubtless have had it over.

SFBAKBB BEEO1 DECISION. 


Speaker Reed has decided to accept 


ft salary of 160.000 a year to practice 
law to the city of New York. Mr. Reed 
•eea that circumstances have shaped 
themselves so that further promotion 
in public life is very much an improba- 
bility for him. The only promotion 
that could come to him would be bis elec- 
tion to the presidency, and tbat seems 
farther away than it did in 1896. It is 
then, perhaps, wisest for him to apply 
himself tp making tbat use of his abili- 
ties which will provide for his family 
as generously as may be. Whether his 
decision to practice law will take him 
from congress Is something yet to be 
determined, but Mr. Barnum, of the 
Itvw firm of Simpson, Thacher 
and 


Bttrnum, with which Mr. Reed will be 
associated, is reported as saying yes- 
terday that Mr. Reed's retirement from 
congress would be a "natural sequence" 
to his decision to connect himself with 
Mr. Barnum'a firm. The attitude,of 
tbe administration to Mr. Reed's immi- 
nent withdrawal from public life is a 
matter of speculation. Tbe report that 
tht JekyI island meeting resulted in as- 
surances that there was no administra- 
tion opposition to Speaker Reed is now 
opposed by a report tbat the adminis- 
tration is endeavoring to get Mr. Reed 
out ft tbe way. This report explains 
that it is the administration's wish to 
attempt remedial currency legislation 
ill the next congress and tbat Speaker 
Reed is in favor of letting things re- 
mam as they are.

There is an 
opinion abroad that whatever legisla- 
lation of this kind may be enacted it 
will be of a temporary nature, more of 
a political expediency than anything in 
the line of a permanent and adequate 
contribution to the country's currency 
needs. However, the retirement of Mr. 
Reed from Congress would take one of 
the ablest of our public men from 
public life. But it would have one re- 
sult which all friends of Mr. Reed 
should hope for. It would secure to 
Mr. Reed a public acknowledgement of 
the service he has done bia country, 
not in the form of tbe fulsome praise 
that would at once be heaped upon 
him, but through the endeavor neces- 
sary to meet the responsibilities which 
be has «o ably discharged

as prisoners of the rebel Tagalog— 
written by Father Guilien, in this 
country from Manila: "Guards were 
placed over them, who compelled them, 
with the utmost cruelty, to work 
whether they were physically able to 
do so or not. Their food for an entire 
day consisted of a handful of rice and 
& little water At night, if they asked 
for more, they were tortured and cruel- 
ly abused. When they returned from 
the fields they vrere compelled to sleep 
on the bare floors of hteir prisons with 
no covering. Some were thrown into 
dungeons and others publicly beaten in 
the open squares. Food is forbidden to 
be brought Into the jail, and if anyons 
is seen assisting- some unfortunate 
priest by handing him food he is liable 
to punishment and even death. If 
priests ask for meat insurgents cut the 
flesh from the arms and other parts of 
the bodies of the priests and.; compel 
them to eat it. Scores of unfortunates 
have been crucified and tortured 
to 


death in various other ways." 


Governor Voorhes of the trust-mak- 


ing commonwealth of New Jersey says 
in reply to Governor Pingree's charges 
against tne moequito state: "I ought 
not, to criticise a brother executive, 
but may be pardoned for saying that 
this clamor is largely demagogical.

The old-style trutt, which was 
In reality a monopoly, sought to en- 
hance the price of the commodity it 
bandied. In this selfish purpose it 
failed oftener than it succeeded, -wit- 
ness the Cordage Trubt, the Pottery 
Trust and scores of others; but in the 
concentration of interests- now going 
on the chief purpose is to bring about 
economy in production. The low prices 
at which oil and sugar sell are pretty 
good evidence that the public does not 
suffer from these gigantic combina- 
tions. In the modern evolution of busi- 
ness, associated capital does what was 
formerly left to men in their single 
capacfty. 
In this changed order of 


things a few will get hurt, but this is 
an Inevitable result of all modern pro- 
gress."

"Ninety-five per cent of the traveling 


public do not own in their own right or 
occupy through rental a dwelling bonse 
which, including all its contents, costs 
as much as one of tbe ordinary modern 
passenger cars run on any first class 
railroad." 


Tbe foregoing statement, which is cal- 


culated to arouse the incredulity of the 
average individual, was made recently 
by George J. Charlton, assistant general 
passenger and ticket agent of the Ghi- 
cago_and Alton railroad. 


"Just let me give you a few facts to 


prove that assertion," con tinned Mr. 
Charlton. "The cost of the average 
passenger car today is from $6,000 to 
$7,000. A reclining chair oar costs from 
$10,000 to 112,000. These figures repre- 
sent the bare cost of the car. When you 
add to that from year to year the ex- 
penses of maintenance, instead of figur- 
ing, as the ordinary business mortal 
will figure, a return in interest for tbe 
capital invested you simply aggravate 
the situation. 


"I once heard a prominent master car 


builder say tbat it cost $500 to simply 
look over a car after it bad served five 
or six months on the road and had been 
sent to the carshops to be exairinec' 
and put into presentable shape for an- 
other six mouths' run. He meant that 
the ordinary 'dressing down' and clean- 
ing of a car would cost over $500, and 
if yon extend your investigation to gen- 
eral shop repairs—perhaps adding a lit- 
tle upholstering here and there—yon 
could easily get away with another 
$500."—Kansas City Journal.

Paris is probably tbe only city ID tbe 


world wbicb lias trees tbat bloom twice 
a year habitually. 
These are tbe borse 


chestnuts. There are 17,000 of them 
planted in tne squares and along tbe 
boulevards, and 26,000 button woods. 
Tbe trees m Paris are numbered, just 
like tbe people, the cabs, the animate, 
the lauipposta and tbe matches. These 
horse chestnuts have only been doing 
this trick for about five years, and only 
Gome of them have made a practice of 
it. These die, or apparently die, in the 
latter part of July, and all the leaves 
fall off. A month or so afterward they 
all come out into flower again and little 
green leaves shoot forth continually un- 
til they are nipped by the first frost. 
There is a reason for this, and the sci- 
entists worked over tbe matter for a 
long time to be able to explain it. 
Briefly and unscientifically the trees 
lose their leaves becan=e they are at- 
tacked by a little fungus which is blown 
upon them by tbe wiud; then, being 
still full of sap, tbey start to put forth 
leaves all over again.

solution will be right. The great trouble 
that we find la that government is 
perverted, that the instruments of gov- 
ernment are used for private gain 
and for public plunder. 
Our govern- 


ment Is the beat on earth, not becaua* it 
has no faults, but because people can 
remedy the fault* wh*n they see them. 
Government rests either upon the eon- 
sent of the people of upon force. 
It 


cannot rett upon both. At this time we 
may well go back to this fundamental 
ptincipie and let it be the guide to our 
conduct. 


"Let us go back to the fountain of 


the fathers and drink from the fountain 
whose source is near to the blood of the 
revolution, those principles that sur- 
vive until this day; let us apply them and 
then, my friends, this nation may enter 
upon a future fit for a nation's filory." 


When Mr. Bryan closed there was a 


mighty demonstration. Men and women 
made frantic efforts to "shake him by the 
hand, and it required th« services of sev- 
eral policemen to rescue the speaker and 
escort him to a reception room,. He re- 
mained until .the crowd had largely dis- 
persed and then with Mr. Walker he was 
driven to the Hotel BathoJdl. As he 
emprged in'.o the street and got into his 
carnage he was fleeted again with 
cheers by several hundred people. 


Mr. Bryan said he was more than d«- 


lifihted with the cordiality of his recep- 
tion. 


JOHN BRISBBK WALKKB. 


Mr. Bryan had to raise his hand many 


times before his admirers would give 
way, and they did so only when tired out. 
The women particularly were enthusias- 
tic in their greetings. Mr. Bryan said: 


"I had an opportunity a few nights 


ago to apply certain fundamental prin- 
ciples to some of the questions before 
the public. 
But tonight I think that it 


is only fitting that I shall confine myself 
to the principles which we all believ* in, 
but which we do not always apply to 
these questions, which from time to 
time divide the people. I want to speak 
for a moment of one who is the source 
of our inspiration, a man so great in his 
ideas that, while he Is the patron saint 
of one party, he is loved by those who 
have never assumed the party name of 
the party he founded. 


"I repeat that Jefferson was & man of 


ideas. 
We are applying his Ideas to- 


day In the questions which arise. They 
were not all applied in his day. 
They 


have not all been applied since his day. 
They will not all be applied in our day, 
for the work of civilization is a never 
ending work. 


"Sometimes people think that only on 


the battlefield can a man show his pa- 
triotism. 
I thank God that I live in 


a land where peace has her victories 
as well as wars. 
I glory that we live 


In a land where every day presents an 
opportunity for a man to show-his love 
of country, and I thank God that we 
live In th's generation where the grand- 
est principles are presented that have 
ever been presented to any generation 
since the history of man began. A dis- 
tinguished citizen of the nation spoke 
not long ago of strenuous life, and ap- 
plied his idea to a policy that gives this 
nation an opportunity to go forth with 
musket and with cannon and carry its 
Ide£» by force to other nations. 
I 


thank God that peace in this country 
gives an opportunity for all the stren- 
uous life of the people. 
If we but be- 


gin to apply to our dally conditions the 
principles which ne ,all accept, the 
theories which we will not contradict, 
there is room enough for work for several 
generations yet to come. Thomas Jef- 
ferson believed in the people, and he was 
the first great believer in the people. 


"I appreciate the feara expressed by 


our toastrnaster—no one will deny the 
evil tendencies of the times; no one will 
deny that there are abuses so Intrenched 
in government that It is difficult to 
dislodge them. 
But, my friends, as 


Jefferson believed in the people, so we 
can believe in the people. 
Some one 


has said that the American people may 
sleep until the last half of the 12&h 
hour, but when they do wake up they 
can do more in the last half hour than 
can be done in the whole day in any 
other nation. 


"Jefferson believed In a free press, and 


no one had reason then to complain of 
the malignancy of the press that ho 
believed to be free, but he believed in 
It as his followers believe in it today: 
believe In it because It is better that a 
paper shall publish a He than that it 
shall not *e permitted to publish tht 
truth. 
He believed in the right of trial 


by jury, and that men should not be 
tried before judges biased by their sur- 
roundings, or their education, or their 
Interests 
He believed in the education 


of the people. 


"I am glad that Jefferson believed In 


universal education. I am glad that 
he believed that the security of the state 
was best and greatest when there was 
not a single living soul who could not 
appreciate the benefits of free govern- 
ment. 
Jefferson was right 
Every 


child born in this country should have 
the privilege of an education. 


"Jefferson Included among his great- 


est achievements the writing of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. It .was the 
greatest document ever penned by hu- 
man hands." 
The audience listened 


Intently as the speaker read Abraham 
Lincoln's eulogy of the Declaration of 
Independence. 
When the speaker said 


that both Lincoln and Jefferson were 
repudiated when the Declaration of In- 
dependence was departed from, he was 
greeted with applause. Mr. Bryan con- 
tinued: 


"Jefferson carved from the mountains 


of aternal truth the (our great pillar? 
upon which all free government, must 
rest. 
That all men are created equal, 


that they are endowed with Inalienable 
rights, ttiat government Is instituted 
among men to secure and preserve these 
rights and that governments derive their 
Just path from the consent ot the gov- 
erned. 
• 


"I nave not agreed with all that has 


been said tonight in regard to the solu- 
tion of tbe problems that confront us, 
but, my friends, however we mar differ 
In the application of {It's doctrine, we 
should all be willing to ap'ply it every- 
\\here, and If we find ourselves wrong 
upon investigation, we r^uld bt wlUlag

Fought to Secure Liberty's Blessings 


*nd Government of Righteousness. 


Doctrines Still Dear to the 


Hearts of Americans. 


6e«ator Hoar and Ex-minister Taylor Driver 


Addresses at Boston. 


THE SILVER REPUBLICANS 


Are Urged to Stand Together For the Presi- 


dential Campaign of 1900. 


Denver, April 20.—Un'ted States Sena- 


tor H. M. Teller and Congressman John 
F. Shafroth, In statements published 
Wednesday, emphatically declare in 
favor of maintaining the silver Republi- 
can organization, not only in Colorado, 
but throughout the country. They say 
that the silver question will be the para- 
mount issue in 1900. Mr. Teller saya 
that the gold standard Democrats will 
not be able to control the Democratic 
convention and that, aa in J.896, they will 
support the»Republican candidate. He 
says that the Democrat!* convention will 
reaffirm the platform of 1896, and that 
the party must and will be allied with 
ihe silver Republican party and the 
JPopulist party, botW of which must 
maintain their organizations and lend 
all their aid to win a victory In the great 
battle of 1900. 


"I cannot ooncelve of a political situa- 


tion that will induce me to favor a union 
with the McKintey Republicans," says 
Senator Teller. "The Republican flnaai- 
cial system Is on« fraught! with great 
danger to the country and one well cal- 
culated to make th« rich richer and the 
poor poorer. 
The Republican party 


favors a large standing army In time of 
peace of not less than 300,000 men, at am 
expense of not less than J125,000,000 to 
1150,000,000 per annum. It is Its purpose 
also to increase this army in proportion 
as the population of the country shall in- 
crease. 


"Th« Republican party Is so'thorough- 


ly dominated by trusts, syndicates amd 
combines that I have no hope ot relief in 
that quarter. I thoroughly believe that 
the continued administration of the gov- 
ernment by the Republican party, as 
now controlled, threatens the very ex- 
istence of free government." 


Mr. Taller expresses no preference as 


to candidates, but Sir. Shafroth suggests 
the nomination of Bryan and Towne. 
He says there is a complete silver Re- 
publican organization in 32 states, and 
at least that number will be represented 
In the national convention.

Boston, April 20.—The Sons of the 


Revolution observed Patriots' day by 
the unveiling of a tablet placed up the 
tomb in King's chapel buryjng ground 
which marks the resting place of William 
Dawes. whose daring midnight ride of 
April 18-19,1775, was of the same charac- 
ter and accomplished the same purpose 
as the rid« of Paul Revere. 


The ceremony was followed by a ban- 


quet at the Hotel Vendome, at which 
Senator Hoar, Former United States 
Minister to Spain Taylor and Collector 
Lyman were the principal speakers. 


Mayor Frank H. Briggs presided at the 


banquet and introduced Senator Hoar, 
wno. spoke in part a» follow*: 


"It is an important purpose of your 


eociety, as I understanr it, to gather an<! 
preserve the history of the Revolution- 
ary time. The war of the Revolut on 
was no vulgar contest for empire or for 
glory. It was not even a contest for 
liberty aloae. Our fathers fought for 
two things: 


"1—To secure the blessings of liberty 


for themselves and their children, and 


"2—That they might found on earth a 


government of righteousness and on the 
law of God. It is this which has given 
to our fathers of the Revolution their 
peculiar -glory. You would think from 
some recent utterances that some people 
were of the opinion that if the American 
soldier is 4o be respected in the ^orld 
hereafter, he must be half a savage and 
half a beast, fighting to impose his do- 
minion upon unwilling peoples and sub- 
ject races, and that in that way only the 
sons of the Pilgrims^ and the men of the 
Revolution, are to become a world 
power. The men or the nations who 
flght for freedom or Justice, who fight 
for the great doctrines of the opening 
sentences of our declaration of indepen- 
dence, are the men and the nations that 
live in the'grateful memory of mankind, 
and not the men or the nations who flgbt 
for dominion or empire. We shjbuld aa 
soon have thought, three years ago, of 
asking the Savior of mankind to com« 
down from the mount and take service 
under a Roman centurian, or go-into tbe 
employ ot Tiberius in order not to be 
isolated, as to have asked the American 
people to descend from its lofty height 
to engage -in the diplomatic quarrels of 
Europe, or the scuffles for empire in Asia. 


'Mr. President, I for one do not believe 


that the temper and character of the 
American people has changed in a 12- 
month. I believe that the principles of 
the constitution and the principles of the 
declaration, that the doctrine on which 
the Revolution was fought and won, are 
still dear to the heart of the American 
people." 


Hatiuia Taylor then spoke on "The 


Fathers of the Revolution as Standards 
tor Imitation." HIB remarks were as 
follows: 


"Only after a careful review and ac- 


curate understanding of what has been 
and may be the legitimate bounds of 
our expansion in this hemisphere, with- 
in the circle of Influence which the fa- 
thers contemplated, Is it possible to 
measure the stupendous folly and dan- 
ger involved in a \rtld scheme of military 
conquest, which Is now threatening not 
only to draw us into new methods of gov- 
ernment, into the maintenance of a large 
Standing army, with its consequent ex- 
pense, but to inevitably bring us very 
near to the crater of eruption Jn the 
far east whose activity is imminent." 


"We have no right, either legal or 


rnora", to rednce the 9,000,000 of far-dis- 
Ipnt Filipinos to servitude through 
bloodshed and slaughter; we have no 
commercial interest in such an enter- 
prise to justify the sacrifice in tropical 
jungles of our heroic sons, ever ready to 
die for their country. 
Let us gather 


hope ft om the fact that the growing op- 
position to this unwise and unholy un- 
dertaking is confined to no party."

of its expert, Meyer Goldsmith, as to 
his interpretations of the accounts in 
the "red book" and other books of the 
People's bank, and upon the jury's opin- 
ion of the books, papers, letters, tele- 
grams and checks offered in evidence. 


As to what extent the testimony of the 


defense's 
expert, should he be called, 


may offset Mr. Goldsmith's testimony, 
remains to be seen. The contention of 
the defense in argument and cross-ex- 
amination Has been that the calculations 
of Mr. Goldsmith are not borne out by

BRIGANDAGE: is POKTO RICO. 
Brigands used to be the pest of Portrt 


Rico before the advent of the American 
troops into the island last summer. 
Now few if any remain. There are no 
indications of their existence. Ths only 
band that made any efforts to con- 
tinue in business after the arrival of 
our troops suffered an experience that 
probably was a lesson for the whole lot 
then in the island. The brigands had no 
sooner begun operations than word waa 
Sent to the military post at Arecibo 
about them. A squad of sharpshooters 
from the Forty-seventh New York vol- 
unteers was immediately detailed to 
look after them. 
The soldiers soon 


came up with them and opened fire. 
The brigands were far in advance at 
the time and were mounted on the swift 
footed little mountain ponies which 
Porto Rico produces. 
They therefore 


escaped, but t>r» incident opened their 
eyes to the fact that American troopa 
have a different and far more unpleas- 
ant way of dealing with such things 
than the old Spanish civil sjuard. 


Prior to this, from the beginning of 


the American occupation, there had 
been few and poorly organized raids. 
Indeed, it long ago became evident that 
the great leaders or captains of tho 
bandits of Porto Rico had forsaken tha 
calling. The overthrow of Spanish sov- 
ereignty was sufficient to rid the island 
of them. At the coming of the. Ameri- 
can troops they dug- up their gold and 
silver and other valuables and fled from 
the island. There are holes to be seen 
in the ground and mounds where holes 
have been dug and then refilled near 
some of the caves in the Ponce district, 
the former hotbed of Porto Ricar 
brigandage, and the country people sas 
that at these spots was hidden the 
plunder of these outlaws prior to the 
American invasion. 


They were brigands in every sense ot 


the word, not merely petty malefactors, 
but robbers, kidnapers, cutthroats and 
footpads. They waylaid travelers, lev- 
ied blackmail on planters, pillaged 
homes, killed for pay and even mads 
descents upon villages for booty. Some 
of them made a specialty of removing 
hated persons, receiving for their serv- 
ices sums ranging from $100 to $500, ac- 
cording to the financial ability nf th; 
person hiring them and the prominence 
of the intended victim or his fighting 
ability. The people of Porto Rico tell 
today with a certain pride that these 
cutthroats never betrayed a patron. The 
two most famous leaders in the busi- 
ness up to the time of the American 
capture of the island were Pan Blanco, 
or "White Bread," and Aguila Blanca, 
or "White Eagle." When the city of 
Ponce fell into the hands of the Amer- 
ican troops, Pan Blanco fled inconti- 
nently. His recoid was so bad that he 
could expect no mercy. Aguila Blanca 
stood his ground and decided to se^ 
what the Americans were like. The re' 
suit of the scrutiny was favorable, sr 
he came into the city, said ha wanti 
to lead a better life and would refoi 
if the Americans would permit him, aut 
ask^d for and received a sort of safa 
conduct. 


When Pan Blanco fled, he took his 


entire band with him. It is variously 
estimated thai thus the island was rid 
of from 15 to 25 rascals.

Under Discussion Acirn in State Sen 


ate This Week. 


The motion to consider the 
eight 


hour bill for municipal work in the 
state was brought up in the state senate 
Tuesday. It was decided to consider 
the previous rejection of the bill. 


In the course of the debate some gen- 


eral discussion on. its merits resulted. 
Mr. George of Essex county said the 
bill is favored by some because it is a 
"labor" measure, and protested against 
the great increase of taxes necessary 
to pay the greater bills should the bill 
become law There has been no gener- 
al demand for this bill, not by the men 
who work, but only by those who live 
off those who do work. It is not right 
to tax men working 10 hours in fac- 
tories for $1.50 a day to pay men $2 a 
day working for the city. *He favored 
shorter hours for the factory workeis 
as well as city employes. The "labor 
agitators" do not want the national 
legislation for shorter hours, as is pro- 
posed. 


Mr. Moran of Bristol county advocat- 


ed the bill, and said he found the rec- 
ord of Mr. George was always against 
so-called labor legislation. Havernill, 
the home of Mr. George, is in a state of 
unrest, as is shown by their election of 
socialist members to the house. This 
bill allows the people to settle this 
question.

Tb^se primitive 
treasures were made ii, the twinkling 
of an eye by my mother, and very often 
the little blanket from the crib, or my 
mother's own gay-colored -shoulder 
shawl, was literally pressed into duty. 
These were my first dolls, and I'll ven- 
ture to say that we three sisters and 
playmates, Guelma, Susan and Han- 
nah, were just as happy with our im- 
promptu babies as any three little wo- 
men of to-day with their full-grown 
wax beauties, dressed in the highest 
Paris fashions. Later on in life my doll 
was a less elementary creature. She 
had a head and bust made of cloth 
stunted very hard with sawdust or 
wool, and eyes, nose and mouth wpre 
drawn out in pen and ink on the face. 
This may seem a great improvement, 
but now I come to think of it, I al- 
ways liked my shawl or blanket charge 
best, and cannot recall any greater 
happiness that these highly improved 
babies gave me."
